EnIToR ;:—It strikes me that one of the
greatest difficulties, if not the greatest, under
whick the people of this State labor, is caused
by the searcity of money. Money is the ery
in every community. Business of every de-
scription seems to be in a languishing state
for the want of it. Many are suffering for
means wherewith to buy the barest necessaries
of life. Ureditors are clamoring for pay, even
in part of their justly due debts; and be the
debtor even so willing, lie cannot find means
to pay the smallest portion of his debt He
cannot ruise funds even upon his property.
Where can he find a purchaser for his house
or his land? Who has the money lo buy
with ?

The removal of the Stay Law does not of
itself work a hardship, it s only x0 beeause
there is 1o money to be had in the State, and
the conseqnence is, that the debtor’s property
is sacrificed under the Sheriff's hamimer.

Is there no relief for this state of things ?
It strikes we that theve is. We need Hanks,
and such as are vot taxed ten per cenl.

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Tur Bousry Law.—The new bounty law
passed by Cougress, gives $100 extra to men
who have served fue three years and been hon-
orably discharged, and £50 extra to men who
entered fur two years and served out their
time.  Provision is made that in case of death
in service of the soldier, who, if living, would
be entitled, that the bounty shall be paid 1o
their widows, minor children or parents, Eve-
ry soldier who bus sald, bartered, or in Ry
wiy transferred his discharge papers, will lose
the benefit of this provision. It is estimated
thut 375,000,000 will be sufficient to pay all
the bounties secured by the act.
